specialists of this kind cannot be sapseted to be use^ by themselves, even 
bringing ’Uieir best knowledge and eaqperienc© to the central psychologioal 
warfare orgenisatiem. A training course will be essential to relate timir 
abilities to these special purposes. 

24« A central psychological imrfare agency in Washington, within tb® 
frmmwork of relationships outlined herein, om function smoothly and 
efficiently as an entity, with clear horlaontil divislCTUi md clear vertl^ 
cl^mnele of reeponsibill’^ established, ^s slii^liclly md clarity, so 
essential to efficient operatlcms, is mm difficult to achieve in theatres 
of opetations, wherein the military comaander is solely responsible 
psycholofiail warfare operations.
